DEADLOCK PREDICTED 

Geneva Parley Facing

Amused at Demands 

GENEVA, Sept. 23. (JP)— 
News that Italy had com¬ 
pleted her quota of one mil¬ 
lion armed men for possible 
invasion of East Africa was 
followed here today by persistent 
rumors that the Italian delegation 
to the League of Nations might 
leave Geneva. The delegation is 
angered by the Italo-Ethiopian 
committe's attitude, leaders said. 

] In Rome, Premier Mussolini to- 
j day ordered 200,000 more soldiers 
, —from the classes of 1911, 1912, 
1913 and 1914—to don uniforms 
immediately, bringing Italy’s to- 
j tal military mobilization to the 
j one million II Duce had promised 
would be under arms before Oct. 1. 
Deadlock Seen 

Reports that the Italian dele- 
1 gation would walk out on the' 
peace conference were heard after 
the British delegation took the po¬ 
sition that Italy's counter-pro¬ 
posals to a league plan for settle¬ 
ment of the Italo-Ethiopian dis¬ 
pute were unacceptable. 

The league plan was accepted 
by Ethiopia, thus league offi¬ 
cials feared a hopeless dead¬ 
lock. 

The officials said they based 
j their view on the fact that the 
committee of five which prepared 
the compromise plan had decided 
that an Italian communique and 
oral statements made by the Ital¬ 
ians constituted a definite rejec¬ 
tion of the plan. 

Refuses Main Point 
It was stated unofficially that 
the Italian delegation refrained 
from accepting some of the most 
essential points of the league plan. 
Baron Pompeo Aloisi enumerated 
to Chairman de Madariaga, points 
which were not acceptable to 
Italy but, apparently, without 
specifying just what Italy asked 
as a minimum. 

For that reason, the commit¬ 
tee of five derided that Alnisi'g 
observations would make concil¬ 
iation extremely difficult if not 
impossible. The committee de¬ 
cided to report direct to the 
league eouneil on the whole 
situation. 

Included in the Italian counter¬ 
proposal, it was reported unoffi¬ 
cially, was a demand for a belt of 
territory passing west of Addis 
Ababa in Ethiopia, connecting the 
colonies of Somaliland and Eri¬ 
trea. It was also said there was a 
demand for the total disarmament 
of Ethiopia. 

ETHIOPIA AMUSED 
AT ITALY'S DEMANDS 
ADDIS ABABA, Sept. 23. <A>>— 
Italy’s latest demands for settle¬ 
ment of its conflict with Ethiopia, 
as reported from Geneva, caused 
mingled amusement, indignation 
and amazement in Ethiopian offi¬ 
cial circles today. 

"Preposterous" and “crazy” were 
some of the terms used by official* 
to characterize Premier Musso¬ 
lini's reported demand for cession 
of rich territory west of Addis 
Ababa. 

A spokesman for Emperor Haile 
Selassie said such a grant would 
leave Ethiopia not much more 
than mountains and deserts.

former champion. Max Adelbert 
Baer. 

Odds Favor Louis 

They are matched for 15 rounds 
but it doesn't figure to go the 
limit. A majority of the hundreds 
of fight critics gathered for one 
of the biggest fist-flinging parties 
in New York's sporting history 
favors Louis to win by a knockout. 

The betting odds are 1 to 2 in

Gould Picks Louis 

This writer picks Louis to bat¬ 
ter down the playbov of the prize 
ring inside of five or six rounds. 
On form and past performances, 
despite his youth and comparative 
inexperience, Louis looks to have 
a decisive edge. 

Rated off his last appearance in 
a New York ring, where he lost 
his title to Jim Braddock, Maxie 
has nothing to lose and everything 
to gain in "shooting the works.” 

From every angle, it figures to 
be a thrilling show for the great¬ 
est crowd that has ever witnessed 
a prize fight in New York With 
only a few thousand tickets un¬ 
sold today and an advance sale 
amounting to $860,000, Promoter 
Mike Jacobs, one-time associate of 
the renowned Tex Rickard, pre¬ 
dicted a sellout. 

This, said Mike, would mean 
92,569 ticket holders in the Yan¬ 
kee stadium and gross gate re¬ 
ceipts of $1,176,930 10, a record 
for a non-championship fight. 

From a money standpoint, the 
fight, on a sellout basis, will be 
second only to the Firpo-Dempsey 
battle of 1923, which produced a 
"gate" of $1,188,000 from 82.000 ■ 
cash customers. The non-title 
record is $1,083,000, set by the 
Dempsey-Sharkey fight at the 
Yankee stadium in 1927. 

Win, lose or draw, it’s a certain 
goldmine for all concerned. With 
a net "gate” of slightly more than 
$1,000,000, after the deduction of 
state and federal taxes, each 
fighter will collect 30 per cent or 
about $300,000. 

Match Is 'Natural' 

The main lure undoubtedly is 
the prospect of seeing more fire¬ 
works than the heavyweight class 
has produced altogether in the 
last half dozen years. The match 
itself is a “natural,” bringing to¬ 
gether the two outstanding con- . 
tenders for the crown worn by | 
Jimmy Braddock. 

Far and wide, the fame of 
Louis and his explosive punch 
has been the chief factor in re¬ 
viving pugilistic interest. Baer, 
too, has a tremendous following 
and his adherents will be out 
in force In the hope of seeing 
the one-time movie hero of the 
"Prizefighter and the Lady" at¬ 
tempt to comeback. 

Louis may labor under the 
handicap of entering the ring a 
pronounced favorite but so far the 
slow moving Negro with the rapid 
fire punch in either hand mani¬ 
fests no fighting worries. 

Finished Ring Warrior 

He looks the part of a finished 
ring warrior, with years instead 
of months of experience behind 
him. Expertly handled, he knows 
all the tricks of the trade. He's 
tremendously powerful as well as 
shifty, a methodical workman who 
does as thorough a finishing job 
as anybody in the business has de¬ 
veloped. 

Both fighters, remaining at 
their camps today, will make fast 
trips to town for the weighing in 
about noon tomorrow. Scaling 
around 210, Baer probably will 
have an advantage of a dozen 
pounds.

A drink of water didn’t come 
out of a faucet when the pioneers

the early days there a drink of 
water came out of a stove pipe. 

Water was water, whether it 
was used for irrigation or for do¬ 
mestic purposes. The first set¬ 

tlers didn't have time to dig wells. 
In fact, in a semi-arid ctvmtry. 
there wasn't any certainty that 
i adequate water could he found by 
1 digging 

Water In Barrels 

j And so, the same water that 
! was used for irrigation supplied 
the homes also Often it was 

j hauled in barrels. Even in com- 
' paratively recent years irrigation 
; water has been run into cisterns 
for domestic use. 

Stove pipe water was supplied 
j to the residents of Orange by 
j Capt. W. T. Glassed, one of the 
! founders of the community Mar¬ 
garet Gardner's history recalls 
that Capt. Glassed had a reservoir 
hollowed out with scrapers at the 
corner of Chapman and Shaffer 
: streets. He filled the reservoir 
j with water brought from Santiago 
' creek in a ditch. He laid a six- 
inch pipe line to carry the water 
from the reservoir to the plaza at 
j the center of town There the 
j people came to get their domestic 
supply. 

In the early 70's Mr. Crowder, 
one of the first storekeepers, 
joined with a group ot other men 
in boring a wed at the reservoir 
site. They put up a windmill to 
pump the water and continued to 


, pipe it to the p!az.a through the 
stove pipe. 

Horse Pumps Water 
The water system later was ac¬ 
quired by E. A. Honey, who also 
I took over a second Crowder wed 
at the northwest corner of Glassed 
street and the plaza square. The 
| Gardner history says that Mr. 
Honey pumped from this wed by 
horsepower, "an old blind mare 
with a fed bag containing a day's 
1 allowance of grain tied to her 
head. Mr. Honey sold water for 
domestic use until several years 
after the incorporation” of the 
city.

that now besets constitutional 
government. 

"I am speaking,” he declared, 
of that partisanship which, under 
the lash of party interests and the 
i insatiable appetite for political 
I power, rloes not hesitate to assail 
! our most essentia! institutions, 
submerges or takes away the lib- 
I erty of the citizen and rides 
| roughshod over the national char- 
; ter itself.” 

Spares No Faction 

Senator Borah, mentioned fre- 
1 quently as a prospective Republi- 
I can candidate for the presidency, 
j spared no political creed or fac- 
j tion in his address which was 
I broadcast nationally. 

Into his plea for preservation of 
the constitution of the United 
| States, he wove an appeal for 
adoption of a foreign policy which 
I "offers peace to all nations, po- 
I litical commitments, expressed or 
implied, with none.” 

"Twice at least in our history- 
leaving aside the Civil war the 
most fundamental tenets of per¬ 
sonal liberty were disregarded or 
permanently imperiled, local self- 
government assailed, and our free 
constitutional government brought 
to the very verge of destruction 
through sheer partisan bigotry, if 
not sheer partisan madness,” he 
declared. 

Tossed Aside 

"The most vital guarantees of i 
the constitution, placed there for 
the future security of the citizen, 
were tossed aside in the interest 
of party. 

"Every attack of any moment j 
that has ever been made upon the ; 
supreme court of the United 
States has been made at the be¬ 
hest, or under the inspiration or 
direction, of some political party 
for what was regarded as party 
advantage. 

"We talk much in these days 
about dictators, here and abroad. , 
We have had party dictatorship in ! 

! this country more than once a 
dictatorship which respects neith- | 
er the rights nor privileges of the j 
citizen nor the plainest principles I

try tends to become a dictator¬ 
ship and if it remains long enough

“It seems probable now that 
Europe is to have another war. 

Gives Warning 

"While the world is struggling 
to break the depression brought 
on in a large measure by the 
World war, nations are maneuver- 
1 ing toward another conflict. This 
1 situation also brings up the ques- 
| tion of constitutional government. 1 
j If we permit ourselves to be 1 
’ drawn into another foreign war 
or into a policy which would en¬ 
gage us from time to time in the 
hazardous enterprise of uncover- | 
ing aggressors, or chastizing sup- 1 
posed national culprits, we shall 
inevitably experience in time a I 
change in our whole structure of ; 
government. 

"The framers of our govern¬ 
ment were also the authors in the 
I first instance of our foreign pol- I 
icy. They believed then, as

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THE MOONEY HEARING 

T OM MOONEY’S skepticism that the California Su¬ 
preme Court will grant his freedom seems warranted 
by the gingerly way the court is undertaking the present 
habeas corpus proceedings. 

Theoretically at least, no greater cause could come 
before the state’s highest court than that involving human 
liberty, which is precisely the issue in the Mooney case. 
Mooney claims he is and has been deprived of his liberty 
because of perjured testimony. Yet the justices them¬ 
selves prefer not to hear the evidence. They will get it 
second hand through the record of hearings before their 
representative. 

If this were a mere matter of property rights, a civil 
case involving complex and intricate evidence, there could 
be little doubt of the wisdom of threshing it out before a 
referee to save time of the court. But it is not that kind 
of a case. 

If Mooney’s contentions are true a monstrous injus¬ 
tice has been committed by a whole state upon an inno¬ 
cent man and he has been made to suffer the loss of the 
most precious thing to him next to life itself. Nor should 
it be a difficult or even distasteful duty for the state’s 
court of last resort to undertake, by the most direct means 
within its power, to discover whether Mooney was con¬ 
victed by a conspiracy of lies. All other matters on its 
calendar might well wait the determination of this case. 
It is doubtful if any other now before the learned justices 
can be more important or fundamental. 

Incidentally the court’s referee seems to be spending 
much of his time trying to decide what Mooney’s political 
convictions are rather than whether he committed a crime. 


IGNORANCE IS NOT BLISS 

C OMMON accusation: Politicians fool the people. 

Why? Politicians too smart? 

Sometimes. But more frequently, to be honest, 
because people are ignorant of vital facts they should 

know. 

Nearly every American has a vast technical knowledge 
of baseball; millions know almost everything there is to 
be known about bridge. 

Not A bridge—bridge. 

If a bridge is to be built in a city, very few people 
know anything about bridge-construction. It is easy for 
politicians to choose an inferior type of bridge, poor 
materials, slipshod methods—for their own profit. 

Afterward, what the public doesn't know hurts. 
Pocketbooks, civic pride. If the faulty bridge falls down, 
there is suffering, tragedy. 

If 10,000 people in a modern city had a good, working 
knowledge of bridge construction—say half as much as 
about bridge—there would be no faulty bridges. This 
“enlightened body of public opinion” would make it 
impossible to sell the taxpayers one sort of bridge and 
hand them another. 

We choose bridges merely as an example. The 
principle applies to a thousand other things, flood control 
and school buildings, for instance. The fewer “areas of 
public ignorance” about various things, the less chance 
there is for the public to be fooled. 

Ignorance costs taxpayers millions of dollars every 
year. Widespread public knowledge of various industries, 
materials, methods and scientific advance would mean 
tax economy and efficiency in government. 

Ignorance is expensive—the most expensive luxury 
we have. 


MAKE YOUR OWN MUSIC 

A NOTHER of the signs of the times is a renewed 
buying of musical instruments and saxophones. One 
British firm alone is turning out 100,000 jewsharps a 
week, mainly for America. 

In the old days, there were harp bands, composed of 
experts who had mastered the trick of setting the tongue 
correctly on the thin metal twanger. But phonograph and 
radio gradually eliminated harp players, as they did piano 
players, piccolo tooters, zither piuckers, and cornet blow¬ 
ers. Nobody was very sad about the cornet blowers. 

It is a rather hopeful sign when people again turn 
to making their own music, instead of just listening to it. 

There ought to be more amateur bands and orches¬ 
tras. There were many in bygone years, and all the 
players had a good time practicing in the evenings, and 
playing at a fair or two in the fall. 

Darn if we haven’t half a mind to take up the mouth 
harp again.

T HEY don’t mean any harm, those prominent citizens 
of Northern California who advocate setting fire to 
the brush covered slopes on the foothills. They only want 
to improve grazing facilities! 

But just as sure as they get their way, great 
stretches of California will become barren, desert-like 
land. For a year, perhaps, burned-over hillsides are ex¬ 
cellent for grazing. In four or five years, however, the 
soil becomes eroded, the birthplace of future forests is 
Wiped out, and silt washes down to clog the streams. 

The folly of brush-burning can be proved with all 
sorts of irrefutable facts. The forest experiment station 
of the University of California knows it is detrimental to 
the areas burned over. 

If persons who advocate it can not be convinced by 
facts, the governor or someone else with authority should 
call a halt to their plans.
